Asian Leaders Warn Undocumented Aliens: : 
Dont Turn Yourself In: Without An Attorney 三

SAN FRANCISCO - The 
immigration reform bill，which 
easlily got through Congress last 
week and which President Rea- 
gan has agreed to Sign， is 
causing jubilation among 
many undocumented aliens who 
may Soon be eligible for perma- 
nent resldent Status. 

When the new law takes full 
effect in the summer of 1987， 
aliens who can prove that they 
arrlved in the US prior to 1982 


will be able to file for an 
amnesty program leading to 
citizenship. (已 A 了 到 707716) 


Others who can prove they 
worked in US agriculture，prior 
to May 1986 and for as little 
as 90 days，may file for tempo- 
rary Tesldency，with a chance 
for citizenship after Six to 
Seven yearS. 

But according to many North- 
crn California minority-rights 
actlivists，the new law should be 
more feared than praised. 

Deanna Jang，a staff attorney 
for ASian Law Alliance in San 
Jose，salid in atelephone inter: 
view， "We're already getting 
calls about the amnesty pro- 
gram. Were telling people that 
it"s not what it seems to bse， 
and that they Should be cau- 
tiousS."

"When you*ve been 1liv- 
ing a life that's labeled“'illegal, 
it's very_ difficult to come up 
with documents that prove resi- 


ant against cases of employee 
discrimination. "Employers who 
felt it might be too much work 
to comply with all the bureau- 
cratic paperwork...、 essentially 
won't bother with someone of 
color who's applying," he said. 


CONEFESSION 


Seld compared the amnesty 
program to "the confession 
perliod of the 195$0s，when many 
Chinese came forth as “paper 
Sons” and trusted the govern- 
ment，and many of them got 
deported." 

According to Tamayo，the 
new law will 1likely cause a 
crackdown on undocumented 
ASsian workers in restaurants 
and factories.， "We have a 
large number of undocumented 
people，and the INS is aware of 
that -- particularly in 
Filipino community,"”he said.

千 The Round Table was formed after 
ramatic population changes in the 
Jistrict created hostility and mis- 
Understanding among racial groups， 
according to areportissued by the 
leighborhood Center

District was a quiet, residential neigh- 
aorhood of primarily single-family 
homes. US Census figures showed 
Matthe residents were 65 percent 
White mostly Russian, Irish and 
JEwish .The Neighborhood Center 
sstimates that the white population 
ropped by 43 percent by 1985. The 
Sian population composed of 
dle-class Asian Americans, recent 
migrants from Hong Kong and 
alwan, and refugees, rose from 26 
ercent to almost 50 percent in the 
Same 15-year period.

STEREOTYPES 


hese are essentially local planning 


and development issues, the report 
continues, but residents often charac- 
terize them in racist terms. The follow- 
ing stereotypes have emerged ': AI 
white people are anti-growth and 
fearful of the demise of the Richmond 
Districts Single-family architecturey” 
and All chinese favor higher density， 
more restaurants and modern Square 
boxes "of apartments. 

These stereotypes are simply 
untrue, according to Rita Boyle， 
director of the Neighborhood Center 

“We know that plenty of Chinese 
Americans are slow-gowth propo- 
nents and we know that lots of white 
people are developers” 

“Part of the problem is lack of 
enforcement by City Planning ”Lee 
noted.“The Planning Department 
doesntstickto its own design guide- 
lines when evaluating proposals for 
new buildings 一 is as much their fault 
forthnese ugly boxes“ ”of apartments. 


RESTAURANT BANS 


But people are still looking at de- 
velopment issues in terms of race. For 
example, new restaurants were 
banned several years ago on bustling 
Clement Street, a move seen as 
anti-Asian because most of the new 
restaurants are Chinese. 

“tisntanti-Chinese, its just anti-too- 
much-business，asserted Sue Daniel- 
son, proprietor of a Richmond District 
gift shop and vice president of the 
predominantly white Greater Clement 
Merchants Association, which backed 
the ban. Eighty restaurants between 
Arguello and 12th Avenue are "too 
many for a neighborhod to be able to 
Support other businesses，she said. 
“Once you start having just one kind of 
business, its detrimental to the neigh- 
borhood: 

Lee agreed thatthe ban was not 
implemented because people dislike 
Asians, but because they dislike the 
noilse and street congestion restau- 
rants bring. 

Another ban on fast-food restau- 
rants along Geary Blvd. has been 
characterized as "anti-white" because 
the leaders behind the ban were 
Chinese, 

But its “silly ”to think that fast-food 
restaurants are only for Caucasians 
and that only Chinese eat in Chinese 
restaurants, Boyle said. The banSs 
Supporters were "motivated by their 
economic and political values"，not the 
color of theirhair and skin, she added. 


EASING TENSION 


The Round Table willtry to defuse 
the racial aspect of the development 
debate and show that within the 
district "theres a plurality of opinion 
that has nothing to do with race， 
Boyle continued. The members repre- 
sent all shades of opinion on develop- 
ment': businesspeople, architects， 
developers, builders, members of the 
predominantly Chinese Richmond 
Neighborhood Association and of the 
Planning Association of the Richmond， 
Whose leadership is white. 
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“Wetried to get arange of perspec- 
tives，Lee explained:“We want to 
Ilook at things collaboratively build 
Consensus” She said the racial ten- 
Sions are Simply "growing pains.. .our 
population has jumped and we have 
to absorb that growth:” To speed that 
process, Lee Said ts "more important 
to get people participating in [dia- 
loguej] than to sove [Specific develop-

ULC Berkeley sYuanT Lee 
Wins Nobel Prize in Chemistry 


BERKELEY - Yuan TI Lee， 
professor of chemistry at UC- 
Berkeley and principal investi- 
gator at the Unliversity's Law- 
rence Berkeley Laboratory，was 
awarded the 1986 Nobel Prize 
in Chemistry. 

Lee，49，Sshares the prize with 
Dudley R.， Herschbach，profes- 
Sor Of chemistry at Harvard 
Unliverslty，and John C. Pola- 
nyi，professor of chemistry at 
the Unlversity of Toronto. 

Lee，3a physical chemist， was 
honored by the Royal Swedish 
Academy of Sciences for devel- 
oping the field of reaction 
dynamlics，providing a detailed 
understanding of how chemical 
reactions take place. 

With Herschbach in the 
1960'$S，Lee _ developed the_ first 
technique that allowed scientists 
to determine how atoms and 
molecules interact and form 
products in chemical reactions. 

Lee “has Since greatly 
expanded the field to provide 
fundamental Understanding of 
the _ mechanisms involved in a 
broad range of chemical reac- 
tions. 


CURRENT RESEARCH 


Lee 1S now studying the 
details of chemical reactions in 
the _ combustion of hydrocarbons. 
The research may one day lead 
to _ more efficient combustion in 
energy production. 

"The work we do is similar 
to the work done by particle 
physicists，except that instead 
of measuring Subatomic par- 
ticles， we measure chemical 
Species,”Lee salid. "We hope to 
make chemistry more of an 
EXact Sclence." 

Theaskeyaetool in tpeir 
escarchaasoethea crossed= 
molecular-beam _ technique.， In 
the experiments，two beams of 
intensely packed molecules 
collide at right angles in 8 
vacuum. The results of the 


collision reveal 
the atoms and molecules 
act in the reaction. 

Lee was born in Taiwan. 
received his bachelor'Ss _ degree

in chemistry in 195$9 from 
National Taiwan University and 
a master'"Ss degree in 1961 from 
Tsinghua University._ He conti- 
nued his graduate studies at 
UC-Berkeley and received his 
Ph.D in chemistry in 1965. 

Lee carried out his post- 
doctoral research at both Law- 
rence Berkeley Laboratory and 
Harvard University from 1965 
to 19608 before Serving 3aS 8a 
chemistry professor at the 
University of Chicago from 
1968 to 1974. 

He joined the chemistry fac- 
ulty at UC-Berkeley in 1974 
and was appointed principal 
investigator at the Lawrence 
Berkeley Laboratory， 

Lee was 42 when he was 
elected to ， the National 
Academy :of Sciences in 1979. 
Earlier this year，he _ received 
the National Medal of Science， 
considered the nation'2s highest 
Scientific honof. 

Lee became a_ naturalized US 
citizen in 1974. He and his 
wife，Bernice，who live in Ber- 
keley，have three_ children. 

Lee is the 15th Nobel Laur= 
eate for UC-Berkeley.

COURT DANCE 


A good example of a court 
dance still performed_ today for 
Special occasions and greeting 
honored guests is the "KKridabhi- 
niharn"” dance.， The dancers 
crouch low to the floor，scatter- 
ing flower petals along in front 
of them，in a welcoming geSs- 
tuTe. 

Thai folk dances，on the 
other hand，are part of a 
global ， Story-telling tradition. 
Developed Simultaneously with 
the coturt dance，they are fas- 
ter-paced，village entertainment 
which combines poetry，1litera- 
ture and drama to entertain 
agrarian audiences. Dancers 
often take the opportunity to 
improvise， adding intricate 
movements to ， display thelr 
individual artistic prOwWesSS. 

Among the best known folk 
dances demonstrating the gentle 
Thai Spirit are two popular 
Northern dances: "Fon Thien"” -- 
the Candle Dance -- and "Fon 
也 eD2 Dance of the (Finger) 
Nails.， Both visually extend and 
accentuate the Slow，elongated 
movements of the dancers 
through the use of props oO 
costumes.， "Fon Thien”uses the 
flicker of hand-held candles on 
a dimly-lit stage for mood， 
whereas "Fon Lep"” :rellies Upon 
the performer's 1long metal 
fingernails to carry out the 
movements. 

A contrasting Side of the 
Thai people is seen in "Fun 
Darp" --a metal Sword demon- 
stration once used as a means 
of selecting and training Sol- 


diers for military Service. 
Although never _ colonized，

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BENDING REED 
The Role of the Judiciary in Protecting 
The Rights of Minorities 


On Nov. 4，California voters 
will be asked to cast a yeS- 
or-no vote on whether or not to 
retain SeXx of the justices of the 
California Supreme Court. For 
minorities in this country，the 
importance of this vote cannot 
be overemphasized. Histori- 
cally，it has been the courts 
that have protected ethnic 
minority groups from the preju- 
dices of the majority. TIhe US 
Constitution，in fact， 3aSSigned 
the courts 人 reSponslbility of 
enforcing that crucial principle 
of a yw"wimited democracy" 
ceSpoused by Alexander Hamijl- 
ton -- that no majority has the 
power to withdraw the constitu- 
tional protections afforded any 
minority gIOUP， 

Yet throughout California 
history，the majority used the 
law as the major tool of discri- 
mination and oppression of 
Asians.，Before 1900，California 
legislation against Asians was 
directed against the Chinese，At 
the turn of the century，this 
hostility was shifted to the 
Japanese. 

Anti-Chinese legislation ran 
from 1850 to 1891.， The aim of 
these laws was to prevent or 
discourage the Chinese from 
coming to _ California，and to 
induce those who were here to 
leave. Law after law was 
passed to drive the Chinese 
from certain livelihoods， deny 
Chinese children the right to 
education in public Schools，

LAWS STRUCK DOWN 


the California 
Supreme Court Struck down 
Imany of these .laws. FEor 
exampble，the court struck down 
as _ unconstitutional a _ "Chinese 
Police Tax" of 9$2.$0 a month 
levied against Chinese over 18 
years of age for being Chinese， 
a fishing tax collected only 
against Chinese，3a Shipper's tax 
of $30 for each Chinese passen- 
ger brought into the state and 
a law that made it illegal for a 
Chinese person to enter the 
State. 

However，the 1870s Saw anti- 
Chinese sentiment rise to new 
heights. In the nationwide 
receSSion that followed，"cheap 
Chinese labor" became the 
Scapegoat of 1labor's problems 
on the West Coast，and the 
Workingmen?"s Party was formed 
Under the slogan "All Chinese 
must SO0." 

Anti-Chinese legislation 
increased. Between 1873 and 
1884， San Francisco alone 
passed 14 ordinances aimed at 
driving the Chinese out of the 
laundry business. In 1882，the 
governor proclaimed March 4 a 
legal holiday for anti-Chinese 
demonstrations. The second 
State Constitution of 1879 


Before 1870， 
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directed -the Legislature to pass 
laws，among other things， 
ing it illegal for a private 
corporation to hire a Chinese， 
forbidding the hiring of Chi- 
nese in public works and 
empowering the cities to 
Tcmove Chinese from the _ city 
limits or segregate them， was the 

The California Supreme 
Court， heretofore -willing to 
protect the civil rights of the 
Chinese，began upholding the 
discriminatory laws. This is 
not Surprising when considering 
who Sat on the court during 
thls period. 

In the early days Supreme 
Court justices ran in contested 
elections on Specific party 
tickets. At the height of the 
anti-Chinese movement，six out 
of Seven of the justices were 
members of the intensely anti- 
Chinese Workingmen's Party. 
Desplite the dictates of the 14th 
Amendment that no person 
shall be denied equal protection 
of the law， these justices， 
Swayed by their own prejudices 
and public opinion，filed to 
carry .out their duties -of :pro- 
tecting the constitutional rights 
of the minority.

Debunking the the Myths

Winnie Wu seems to blend easily into 
6osmopolitan San Francisco, home for 
twWwo years now to hen her husband and 
their 312-year-old son.

Thelight of herand herhusband s life 
is their daughter on whom they have 
bestowed the American name Carolyn，

want Carolyn to speak English and ac- 
quire an education.

FUELED THE HOPES 

Social unrest. Political persecution. A 
better life. The reasons for leaving dis- 
tant Spots on the globe for the Seem- 
inglyfriendly shores ofthe United States 
are not new. Otherimmigrants and refU- 
gees who have journeyed before them 
have Similar tales. Nor are todays ad- 
venturers' hopes for the future unique. 
Many who have come before have real- 
ized their dreams and these past SUC- 
Cesses havefueled the collective hopes 
and attracted even more to Americat. 

But for the Asian immigrant，history 
has not always been kind. When Several 
thousand Chinese, most of them males， 
entered the US before 1880, it was to 
help lay railroad lines and work in Cali- 


fornias gold mines.Soon afterthetrans- 


continental railroad was completed, the 
Economic Panic of 1873 occurred, and 
among its ramifications was intense anti- 
Chinese sentiment，especially in the 
West.The Chinese Exclusion Act of 1882 


Was the first federally legislated restric- 
tionist immigration law based solely on 
race. 

In 1917,furtherlegislation established 
an "Asiatic Barred Zone, forbidding na- 
tives of Asia to enter the US. In 1924， 
additional quotas restricting Asian im- 
migration were set, Minor changes in 
policies occurred，but they remained 
substantially unchanged until 1965. 

When the 1965 Immigration and Na- 
tionality Act amendments were passed， 
Asian/Pacific lslanders began entering 
the United States in Significant num- 
bers. Census figures show this was the 
fastestgrowing racial group during the 
1970Ss,increasing 142 percent between 
1970 and 1980,In1985, ofthe 3.5 millon 
Asian/Pacific lslangders in the United 
States，Chinese represented 23 per- 
cent; Filipinos,，22 percent; and Japa- 
nese，20 percent， with no other group 
representing more than 10 percent. 
Amemcan Demographicsmagazine last 
year called the Asian/Pacific Islanders 
Americas "fastest growing minority… 

ltis no wonder Winnie Wu, Khang Tu 
Tuong ;Lila Boonleua and Hoang Cam 
Tran feel almost at home here. The 1980 
census revealed that Asians comprised 
more than 21 percent of SFs popula- 
tion and that California was home to 1.3 
million Asian/Pacific lslanders 一 afigure 
that is expected to double by the year 
2000. Nearly 300,000 Southeasit Asian 
refugees now llve in the state 

Those numbers may make some peo- 
ple _ nervous. Psychologist Ronald Co- 
hon，who teaches courses on immi- 
gration and refugees at UC Berkeley S 
Graduate School of Social Work, speaks 
of the tensions 一 percelved and real 一 
that can arise between immigrants and 
natives. Southeast Asians, who began 
arriving in 1975，initially had a honey- 
moon period”he says.“The tensions 
began during the economic downturn 
in the early 1980s，he says, amplifying 
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that poor economic conditions prompt 
nativism and anti-immigration feelings. 
He cites the Chinese Exclusion Act and 
the restrictive immigration legislation en- 
acted after World War |. 

“When economic anxiety Ooccurs in 
the population at large, people are look- 
ing for a target. They get angry when 
they're anxious and target particular 
groups. Theyve done it with the Chi- 
nese, the Catholics, the Jews， Cohon 
pointed out that “the white population 
does not differentiate among Asian 
groups”For example，in the much- 
publicized incident in Detroit Chinese- 
American Vincent Chin was killed by 
irate autoworkers who were angry at the 
Japanese for building competing cars 
and depressing the motor citySs econ- 
Omy. 

Other minority groups also may be 
disturbed by the influx of immigrants， 
Cohon Says.“The percelved sense of 
the people who have been here is that 
they should recelve more assistance. 
Whenanew group comes in,they begin 
at the bottom of the ladder But the 
feeling may be that [the new group] is 
being unduly helped, and the commu- 
nityis overlookingtheir 一 black, Hispanic 
一 needs” Two examples of this taking 
place are racial strife between Hmong 
refugees in West Philadelphia and con-= 
flicts between blacks and Koreans in 
Harlem. Blacks in Harlem, for example， 
claimed Koreans would not hire them in 
the Korean-owned Stores, 

And, he adds, during a_ Republican 
administration, when resources are be- 
ing diminished, tensions Increase. 

COMMUNITY REACTION 

IntheBay Area, says Chuong Chung， 
a visiting lecturer in Asian American 
Studies at UC Berkeley and anative of 
Vietnam,，discrimination is Subtle. It is 
more evident in the Suburbs, where the 
population is predominantly blue collar. 
“The presence ofthe refugeesisviewed 
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as athreat, Such as being cheap labor 
when there Is a scarcity of jobs. They 
alSo are viewed as a threat in places 
where the scarcity of low-income hous- 
ing forces blacks and refugees to com- 
pete, likein Oakland.Theyhaveto share 
liImited resources” 

The problems are _neither the refu-

THRS 
Simply is not Supported by the evi- 
dence Simon, after studying UC Cen- 
SUS data and Several other sources， 
found that “immigrant families pay more 
in taxes than do native families, on aver- 
age, and use less in welfare services” 
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Recent studies from the Urban Insti- 
tute, basedin Washington, DC,list other 
benefits from the presence of immi- 
grants. Immigrants，they report，are 
needed to maintain a stable population 
because American women are not hav- 
ing enough children.They also conclude 
Ethat immigrants, including ilegal ones， 
do not take jobs from native workers. 
But large numbers of immigrants often 


Cause political problems，one study 


adds, because they change the ethnic， 


,racial, cultural and linguistic makeup of 


the population. The influx, according to 


Ethe study, can resultin abacklash， par- 


ticularly when the immigrants have a 
darker skin color than the native popu- 
lation or speak a different language.

When Eugene Chow came to the United States from Hong Kong in 1967 he was 
15A2 years old and didn't need to question the intricacies of immigration law His 
mothers Sister was a citizen, and he entered the country without any problems，, 
Today a partner in the San Francisco firm of Simmons& Ungar Chow knows that 
immigration law is more than simply completing documents. Having practiced 
law for ten years, eight of them in the complex field of immigration Chow attests 
that filing out forms is only part of it' its how to get from step Ato B”" Its also an 
area Where one little mistake could lead to terrible consequences"he points oult， 
citing an example of a man who had married a woman from a Latin American 
country and wanted to get her a green card. Instead, his wife was written up for a 
deportation hearing, because the woman had overstayed her visa. 

Cases like this point to the importance of initially talking to a lawyer Alawyer can 
clarify isSsues in "what is viewed by many, including federal judges, as one of the 
two most complicated areas of law，the other being tax law, says Bill Ong Hing， 
visiting associate professor at Stanford University School of Law and formerly 
with Neighborhood Legal Aid in San Francisco, 

Alot of people think they know how things work, like backlogs， waiting lists and 
getting on a waiting list but a lawyer knows about getting around Waiting lists， 
Hing SayS.“ “The lawyers role is to make sure that every avenue is pursued when 
someone wants to legally emigrate. Short of a stralghtforward case,， such as a 


Parent petitioning for a child, most people need some help"notes Hing, who has 
been teaching immigration law since 1979. 
-When you go to an attorney he or she has your best interest in mind”Chow 
SayS.，He or she will serve as an advocate to affirmatively represent you in the 
best light. Alawyer can give you afeel ofthe lay of the land;' what lies ahead” 
HITAND MISS 
This is in contrast to advice from the Immigration and Naturalization Service 
(INS)i he says, where information is “hit and miss， although some agents are well 
trained There are some problems "inherent in a bureaucratic atmosphere，Hing 
adds, such as long lines and shorttempers and notes that an attorney can help a 
client go through the maze. 
“The bottom line”Chow warns， is if you dont know What you re doing, the INS is 
an enforcement as well as a service agency... .Basically at the INS YOUTre ask- 
ing for someones judgment. A lot of cases go through the System without a 
problem. About 20 or 30 percent do not, but if they had been properly advocated， 
maybe they could have，" he speculates. 
LA attorney Aggie R._ Hoffman who has practiced immigration law for ten years 
and is active in the American Immigration Lawyers Association (AILA), agrees， 
“The problem with the [immigration] law is that so much of relief is discretionary. 
Its up to the officer in charge orthe judge'. Its not clear cutithat if You do A, you' 
reach B. And when its discretionary, it makes an appeal more difficult generally 
even in an adjustment of status”

mentation meaning evidence, the better your case" And even this can be diffi- 
cult, Hing points out especially forChinese, who lack Western-style documents 
Such as traditional birth and marriage certificates Filipinos,，he says,， have two” 
problems: a Serious backlog, so that even petitioning Siblings have to wait for 
about 12 years, and the INSSs suspicion of any documents they submit:

The refugees who came in the first 
wavein 1975-78 are today on their way 
to self-sufficiency and acculturation， 
Says Chung. This group, he adds, had 
lvedg in cities and were well-educated， 
averaging 12 years of schooling. “Some 
encountered psychological problems 
caused by the suddenness of the 
change and stlll may nurture feelings of 
returning to Vietnam. Some consider

Thefinal wave Chung describes came 
in 1982 through the Orderly Departure 
Program that found its impetus from the 
United Nations.

， Three waves of refugees came to the 


themselves Vietnamese in America, not 
Vietnamese-American. If they are Viet- 
namese-American, they engage more 
readily in Society. They may become 
naturalized citizens' itis an act of accul- 
turation. They may getajob more easily. 
But deep down, they may not want to 
shed their Vietnamese identity” 

The second wave that came in 1979 
were predominantly ethnic ChineseViet- 
namese, often called "boat people，ex- 
plains Chung.Theirexodus was prompt- 
ed by border problems, and they were 
pushed out of Vietnam in an unofficial 
programthat also sentanumberofthem 
to China. Many underwenttraumatic ex- 
periences escaping viathe South China 
Sea, he says, and may have internal- 
lzed those fears，. 

This group is adgdjusting quite well 
economically”Chung saySs.“They are 
fluent in _ another language 一 Chinese… 
As part of the “network of the Chinese 
System that includes Hong Kong，Tai- 
wan and Singapore，he saySs， "they 
were able to merge into the economy 
andhadcapital available.. :Duringthe 
French occupation of Vietnam，they 
served as middlemen, buying raw ma- 
terials，then exporting Or Selling to 
others. They acted as brokers during 
the French occupation But，he notes， 
they also triggered some resentment 
from the indigenous people. 
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-Overseas, Hoffman says, ortrying to prove aparent/child or brothersister relation- 
Ship when the appropriate documents are not available. Proving the death of a 
usSpouse or that a child born out of wedlock has been legltimated are other situa- 
tions in which animmigration lawyers knowledgeis crucial, she notes“What may 
be a routine half-hour consultation with an attorney could save you thousands of 
dollars in the long run，" Chow says. 
For people seeking attorneys experienced in immigration law, Hoffman suggests 
that potential clients ask the attorney Such questions as how long he or she has 
practiced immigration law and what percentage of the practice is in Immigration , 
Assuming the lawyer is honest，she Says, this should help determine if the 
lawyer is qualified to help. If the lawyer is a member of an immigration law bar 
association，Ssuch as AILA, that may also indicate his or her knowledge in the 
field, she adds. 
Additionally, local bar associations may be able to refer the public to appropriate 
lawyers. In the Bay Area, the Asian Law Caucus, Inc. also has three attorneys on 
its staff skilled in immigration law， says one of them, Bil Tamayo. The organiza- 
tion, which includes bilingual paralegals, provides legal services to immigrants in 
matters involving deportation defense, citizenship and petitions for relatives, he 
SayS. 
re of the worst things about immigration law, Chow notes, is that it attracts 
people of questionable competence who help fl out forms, ”even though a 
greater legal knowledge is redquired. For immigrants, the Situation may be further 
complicated by not being able to communicate in the language. On the other 
hand, he adds, sometimes people who speak the foreign language prey on their 
own people as well. If you're in doubt about an attorney's advice， Hoffman recom- 


had left previously petitioning for them. 

The refugees have made theirimpact 
on the majority society in many ways， 
Cohon says.Theirpresence has created : 
aneedin health systems and the econ- 
Oomy'Ss service Sectors， Such as health 
clinics and agencies, doctor specialists， 
and Social services and mental health 
agencies.“They take Something out of 
the economy, but they also pay taxes，” 
he SaysS.

“Whether the refugees want to be- 
come part of the community .. .whether 
they have positive feelings about the 
culture will determine if they will make 
an effort to devise a strategy to adjust” 
Says Chung. “If they do not intend to 
resettle, they will make no effort to be- 
come part of the Society… 

He suggests that policy-makers and 
decision-makers look at the diverse 
groups，devise a _ plan and work to- 
gether. Then，perhaps, the propblems 
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mends that you obtain a second opinion 
Others hold themselves outto be "Immigration Specialists，Hoffman says, but this 
does not necessarlly mean that they are lawyers. Hing recommends that people 
not rely on newspaper phone book or bus ads for finding lawyers. They can 
check with the State Bar of California to see whether any complaints have been 
filed against an attorney, he Says, adding that a bar committee of which he is a 
member currenily is proposing guidelines for certification in the legal specialty of 
immigration. In order to be certified， the attorney would have to fulfll certain 
educational and experience requlirements, among other qualifications. The idea 
says Hing, is to make it easier for the public to find competent attorneys in the 
field. But even then, he adds, there are no guarantees. 
Do not look to alawyerto do fraudulent things for you, the attorneys caution. For 
example, they will advise that a _ marriage must be a bona fide relationship，not 
one of convenience to circumvent the law. While some people may think of law- 
yers for “fix-it”purposes，Chow points out that lawyers play a_ more Important 
role:“They tell people what are realistic options，what are practical and legal， 
what are the risks versus the benefits… 

INS UNDERSTAFFING 
As forthe INS, Hoffman notes that the agency is "overwhelmed and understaffed. 
ltis not deemed important. After all, aliens dont vote And when changes in the 
law are proposed,，she says, they may attempt to close loopholes but may not 
address the real problem. For example, a _ recent proposal that a_ person who 
applies for a_ permanent residence based on marriage must wait for two years 
was seen as an answer to the number of fraudulent marriages that oOccur But， 
Hoffman says, Some bonafide marriages dont last two years. 


“As a general policy, if any maljor legislation is passed, twill be of a restrictionist 
nature”adds Hing.“There will be no opening of doors:， The only positive pro- 
posal has been to increase the number of visas from Hong kong from 600 to 
5,000. 

Says Chow,“The system could be made a lot more flexible. Facially a_neutral 
Selection System is in place, yet there is_no rational resason for the fact that one 
person may enter [the United States] before another except for the accident of 
birth. There is abasic inedquity. The 20,000 quota really is nothing more than a way 
to keep the racial composition of the United States the way it iS，he Says and 
asks“Why cant we have a system that is truly first come, first Served?” 
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JImmigration Attorney Fees 


by JIM MIZE 


Many lawyers consider immigration law to be one of the most 
complex and bewildering of the legal fields. Do attorneyS” fees 
reflect this complexity? How much do lawyers charge for Simple 
and not-So-Ssimple immigration procedures? 

上 ast/West decided to find out. 

We polled 50 local attorneys Specializing in Immigration 1law， 
and asked how much they charge for filling out forms and 
appearing with the clients at maturalization proceedings，applying 
for a re-entry permits，completing family reunification proceed- 
ings and 1labor certifications. Of the 5S0 polled，40 declined to 
participate. The 10 attorneys agreed to be interviewed with the 
stipulation that their specific fees would not be published. The 
SUIVey revealed a Surprising range of fees for the same services. 

Although a handful of attorneys interviewed do some Dro Do7Po 
work，none use a sliding pay scale.， "It would only drive the 
price up,” said one attorney. "TId spend half my time investigat- 
ing my clients”finances." They charge either a flat fee or an 
hourly rate，which usually falls in the 9$100 to $123 per hour 
range. 

For naturalization services the range of fees is considerable. 
For those charging a flat fee with no foreseeable complications， 
fees vary from a low of $300 to a high of $1000，with most 
charging between $300 and $600. 

The reason for the vast difference in fees，one attorney 
admitted，is purely subjective. Most of the time you"11 get 
exactly the Same service from one as from the other With some 
it"Ss just arrogance." 

了 Oowever，a few attorneys do recommend that，after an initial 
consultation， the client go through the process without an 
advocate. Surprisingly，one of the pricier attorneys Temarked 
that "if you go down there [INS]，you'?ll see that 80 percent 
of naturalization cases are taken care of without any help at all." 

Others disagree. "The building itself makes people Uptight, 
Said one local attorney， Its not a tough process，but people get 
in front of the examiner and forget what they know. It pays to 
study Up，or go in with a lawyer." 

However，if an applicant has had no previous visa problems 
with the INS and the case is Stralghtforward，there is a signifi- 
cant Savings and 1little risk completing without a l]awyer. But the 
INS has been known to misplace files，so if verification in the 
mail that the application is being processed isn't _ received_ within 
a month，follow up with a call to the INS office. 

For Te-entry permits，the range of attorneysssefecsn isEnotEas 
wide; usually it costs between $250 and $350. Most attorneySs Say 
that this is a fairly straightforward procedure，easily completed 
by the_ individual Three of the l]awyers interviewed don't do 
re-entry permits at all. All recommend that a re-entry permit be 
obtained if the individual is going to be out of the country for 
more than Six months. The permit shows the person Imaintains 
primary residence in the US. Every attorney has a horror Story 
about Someone who thought that re-entry was automatic with a 
green card. 

Attorneys were particuiarly hesitant to quote fees for the more 
complicated immigration Services. 正 or family reunification cases， 
most charge between $750 and $1800. When the case includes 
labor certification，the cost，of course，increases， "TbS not that 
it"s SO complicated,"” said one attorney.， "It's just getting a 
govVcernment agency to do what it's Supposed to do. That's where 
the creativity comes in." And this creativity comes at a steep 
price -- labor certification can cost anywhere from $2000 to 
$4000 with no complications，and more if there are problems，the 
attorneys polled said. 

With such a wide divergence of fees it makes sense to Shop 
around for a second or third opinion，if you can afford it， Some 
attorneys do give free initial consultations.， It is also a good idea 
to check with the State Bar Association if you have any ques- 
tions concerning fees or practices.

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Protecting Chinatown Against Quakes Is 
Difficult But Not Impossible, Says Panel

和 SAN FRANCISCO - "Can we 
earthquake-proof _ Chinatown?2" 
Dan Shapiro asked rhetorically. 
It may be that the most we 
Can do 1Ss keep the walls from 
ifalling out into the_ street But 
工 think 这 we can do that，we 
OUght to do it." 

Shapiro，a member of the 
city"s Seismic Investigation and 
Hazards Survey Advisory Com- 
Imittee，gave his opinion at an 
Oct. 20 meeting on earthquake 
preparedness，at the Chinatown 
Resource Center. Various 
experts told of the complexities 


inVvolved  -- architectural， 
financial， legislative， and 
educational. 


ITIhe panel concluded that a 
new city law is urgently 
needed，to prevent the huge 
loss of 1life that a major earth- 
quake would bring. Chinatown， 
With :its breponderance of 
Unreinforced masonry and 
wooden floors，is especially 
sprone to _ disaster. 

Ricardo Hernandez，head of 


the city's rent board， said that 


the only effective way to brace 
ia building is -by steel reinforce- 
ment,， which requires Temoval 
iof the tenants. "How do you 
temporarily evict them when 
there's no place to move into?2" 
he questioned. 


TIo_ compound the problem， 
landlords who temporarily dis- 
place tenants are then 1likely to 
Upgrade the plumbing，electrical 
System， windows，and other 
aspects of the building，thus 
allowing them to raise the rent 
Substantially.， Under the cur- 
rent laws，landlords may do 
thls -- and most do. 

Mary Comerio，a professor of 
architecture at UC Berkeley， 
told of an earthquake-proofing 
project in LA，in which 1,100 
units in ”28 buildings were 
vacated and reinforced. In 
almost every case，the landlords 
made other Improvements，at an 
average cost of 9$10,000 to 
$1S$,000 per Unit. 

Gordon Chin，director of the 
Chinatown Resource _ Center， 
pointed out that "one of the 
mistakes made in Los Angeles 
was that they did not involve 
the _ city housing，the planning 
people，and the private sector 
financial institutions early 
enough in the program.” He 
Suggested that SF "take a_ multi- 
dimensional approach to it over 
a Very lntense next twoO yearS."

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because，although expressed in 
non-discriminatory terms，it was 
arblitrarily administered to deny 
laundry lcenses to none bnut 
the Chinese. FEor the first time 
in American constitutional law， 
the court ruled that the equal 
protectlon clause also applied to 


non-citizens， : 2 
The anti-Chinese agitation 


culminated in the passage of 
the Chinese Exclusion Act in 
1882，which suspended immigra- 
tion Of Chinese to the US，、At 
the time of the exclusion act， 
there were over 10$,000_ Chinese 
In the US，most of them con- 
centrated In the West Coast 
States. The numbers dropped 
dramatically until there were 
only 36,248 in” California 
In 1910. 

As the number of Chinese in 
California dwindled，Japanese 
immigrants began filling the 
cheap-labor vacuum left by the 
excluslon of the Chinese. By 
1910，the _ number of Japanese 
in California grew to 38,184. 
ITIhey began to Trent，then pur- 
chase and own land，and to 
become an important sector of 
the California truck-farming 
industry. 

California hostility toward 
the Chinese Shifted to the 
Japanese. In 1906，San Fran- 
cisco classified Japanese，chil- 
drerft with the Koreans and 
Chinese，and excluded them 
from public schools， In 1913 
and 1923，the state Legislature 
passed the Alien Land Laws to 
prevent "aliens lneligible to 
becoimescitizcenss Of thnese US 
from owning agricultural land. 

Since the Japanese were 
barred from becoming clitizens， 
this law was 3a major attempt 
to _ block Japanese from buying 
farm lands. Unfortunately，the 
US Supreme Court，not being 
immune from public opinion of 
the day，Upheld these laws. TIhe 
State Supreme _ Court even went 
SO _ far as to extend the Alien 
Land Law to deny American- 
born “ Japanese children the 


right to Own land because their 
Japanese-born parents bought 
the land for them. 


ANTI-JAPANESE_ SENTIMENT 


The anti-Japanese hysteria 
reached its height during World 
War II. A hundred thousand 
Japanese-Americans, both citizens 
and alliens，were Sent to concen- 
tration camps Simply because 
they were of Japanese descent. 
The US Supreme Court，in its 
moment of weakness，gave in to 
war hysteria and the rampant 
raclSsm against the Japanese. 
The court upheld the military 
order evacuating and incarcer- 
ating the Japanese on the 
asSsumption that all people of 
Japanese ,ancestry may harbor 
dangerous tendencies to commit 


Sabotage and espionage or 
otherwise aid the enemy. 
Two justices bravely dis- 


sented，protesting this legaliza- 
tion of racism. How different 
the outcome would have been 
had the majority of the court 
not heeded the public outcry 
and hysteria，but followed the 
dictates of the 1aw， 

Ten years later，however，this 
Same court .went against popu- 
lar will and playecd a historic 
role in striking down racially 
discriminatory state laws.， In a 
series Of decisions starting with 
Brown y3S，、Board oO Edkcation， 
the court held as unconstitu- 
tional racial segregation in 
Schools and public facilities， 
laws Upholding racial covenants 
in deesds and laws too numerous 
to recite here. The importance 
.Of the court as protector of the 
minocrity from the excesses of 
the majority is clearly Seen in 
these _ decisions. 

In 1934，California finally 
adopted a reform measure insti- 
tuting uncontested，non-partisan 
confirmatory elections in order 
to free judges from political 
influence and corruption. The 
only proper grounds for remov- 
al of a judge then were 
incompetence or _ unethical con- 
duct.
